(Our Own Correspondent.) 


Shanghai, Feb. 14. 
A sensation has been 
caused throughout Shanghai 
by an unexpected announce- 
ment made by Mr. T. V. 
- Soong, the Finance Minister 
of the Nanking Government, 
yesterday afternoon, that 
steps are being taken for the 
adopting of a gold standard 
for China. 


Immediately the antotunee- 
ment became public property, 
the silver market in Shanghai 
became completely demouratised, 
with no selling, 

The tendency of the market, 
however appears ta be downward, 

Mr. Soong did not indicate the 
process likely to be adopted by 


the Nanking Government dn yoing [| 


on a gold standard, though it) ix 
well-Known that a complete and 
detailed seheme wag worked out by 
the Kemmerer Commission. Shang- 
hai. does not consider it probable 
that the Kemmerer recommenda- 
‘tions will be carried out in’ their 
entirety,

Following so quickly upon the 
Proposal of the Colonial Office to

PREMIER EXPLAINS 
TO THE JEWS. 


MEANING OF GOVERNMENT 
WHITE PAPER. 


POSITION CLARIFIED. 


London, Feb. 13, 

The twelve-months old) crisis 
between the British Government 
as the Mandatory Power in 
Palestine and the Jewish Ageney 
has ended with the despatch of 
a letter by Mr. Ramsay Mae- 
Donald to Dr. Weizmann “re- 
moving the — misconceptiqns’ 
regarding British poliey. 

On the receipt of the Jetler, Dr. 
Weizmann has [ssupd a statement 
to the effect that the time has now 
come te renew co-eperation with 
the Mandatory Power and hoping 
that the world of Jewry will re- 
sume economic work in’ Pales- 
tine, 


Full, Interpretation. 


The Premier's letter constitutes 
an authoritative interpretation of 
the recent White Pager and repre 
senta a full statement of Govern 
ment poliey in Palestine, 

The Prime Minister recalls that 
it has been said that the polley 
of His Majesty’s Government. it 
volves a serious departure fran 
the vbligations of the Mandate 
asx hitherto understood, that. it 
misconceiws the Mandatory — ob- 


-[ligations, and that it foreshadows 


a policy inconsistent with the ob- 
lizations of the Mandatory Power 
to the Jewish people, Attention 
ix drawn to the fact that not only 
does the White Paper of 1930 refer 
to and endorse the White Paper 
of 1920 which has been: accepted 
by the Jewish Ageney, but it re- 
cognises that the undertaking of 
Mandate is to the Jewish people 
and not only to the Jewish popula. 
tion of Palestine, 


Terms of Mandate. — 


The White Paper placed in the 
foreground bis speech in the 
House of Commons in April 1980 
in which he announced the inter- 
tion jof the Government to con- 
tinue to administer Palestine in 
accordance with the terms of the 
Mandate as approved by — the 
Council of the League. That 
position was renflirmed by 4 speech 
in the Commons on 17th Navem- 
der, 

“In carrying out the policy of 
the Mandate, the Mandatory can- 
not ignore the existence of the 
differing interests and viewpoints. 
These, indeed, are not in them- 
selves, irreconcilable. but can 
only be reconciled if there is a 
proper realisation that a full 
solutidn of.-the problem depends 
on antunderstanding between the 
Jews and the Arabs. Until that 
ix reached . considerations — of 
balance must inevitably enter the 
definition of policy.”

Ranisation, the letter points out 
that any such intention is express.

“Oft-told Tale” | 


Since thoy havo ‘made very 
thorough investigations during 
their tour of Japan and North 
China jn the last fow months, I am 
afraid much of what I have to say 
may seem to them an “oft-told 
thle,” but I hope that, at/any rate, 
ft will not be-a “vain repetition.” 
On many points we ‘can but con- 
firm what the Mission hag been 
told claewhere as to the main rea- 
son why Britain haa not retained 
her proportionate share, in recent 
years, of world trade with China, 

It must have become increas- 
Ingly evident to members of the 
Mission in the course of their, In- 
vestigations, that’ Chinn-ia now 
essentially a price market, and 
that our manufacturers are being 
beaten continually by Continental, 
United States, Japancae and Chi- 
nese competitora, on price. 

I do not propose ‘to elaborate 
that point at the prestnt moment, 
because members of the Mission 
are interviewing representatives 
of various local firma who, | have 
no doubt, give them chapter and 
verse for the statement in regard 
to many kinds of manufactured 
goods, engineering products, etc. 


Price Consideration. 


Our traditional slogan in regard 
to world trade has been the 
superior quality of British manu- 
factures, but unfortunately, in, 
the neighbouring country in 
which we are all so deeply inter- 
ested, a series of misfortunes, poll- 
tical and otherwise; has 80 re- 
duced the purchasing power of the 
people ag to make price now the 
primary consideration rather than 
quality, This being so, participa- 
tlon in the cheapest grades com- 
manding bulk demand Is; admitted- 
ly, a vital necessity, not only to 
secure'a reasonable quota, but 
also Aa aon tial to low pro- 
ducing: c this connexion, 
more payttf with regard to 
cotton textifes, I will quote some 
remarks which were published in 
the Annual Report of the local 
Chamber of Commerce for the year 
1929; 

_ _ “It is sincerely to be hoped 
that the formation of Com- 
bines. now proceeding in .the 
spinning and weaving sectiona 
of Lancashiro wil) prove more 
effective and competitive than 
the efforts of individuals. In 
much bulk trade the disparity

The enquiry an Relationship to 
the Head of the Family docs not 
bring any very useful information 
but it is. a valuable check on other 
items of enquiry. . 

Birth place, Nationality and 
Race.—In 1911 Census the enquiry 
was comfned to birth place and 
race; in 1921 to birthplace and 
nationnlity. But on both’ oc- 
casiona the reports were divided 
into two main sections of Chinese 
and non-Chinese and it would 
appear that this division wan by 
race and not by _ possible 
nationality.

Vious plea of “not gullty” to one of 
“sullty,” and asked that a Jenient 
view be taken of tho case, as the 
defendant wna not,.the real culprit, 
who was a man named Ah Wang 
with whom the defendant had deal- 
ings, and who had given the de- 
fendant a sample of morphine to 
sell for him. 

Mr, Butters imposed a fine of 
$2,500" or alx months’ imprison- 
ment, 

How Trap was Latd. 


The facts of the case are that 
on January 8, a Chinese Informed 
Detective Sergeant Fitches that he 
had been approached by an Indian 
who offered to sell him some mor- 
phine. The {nformer asked the 
Sergeant whether he could find a 
buyer xo an to trap the Indian, The 
Sergeant intreduced hla Chinese ‘aa- 
sistant to the informer, and it was 
arranged*that they should'meet the 
Indinn the following day. They 
met as arranged in Jordan Road, 
und from there the three of them 
went to King’s Terrace. The 
defendant sald that he could sell 
thein 60 Ibs, of morphine. He then 
left them for a while and returned 
hatf an hour later with a packet, 
which he produced from his steeve, 
containing a sample of morphine. 
ft wns agreed that the assistant 
would buy fifteen Ibs, at $360 a 1b. 
and they agreed to mect again the 
following day at No. 3, Parkes 
Street. 

They met as arranged and jt was 
firther agreed that the price should 
be 8ha5 a dbo The Indian said he 
would like to know something more 
abuut the prospective buyer and 
asked for a deposit*af $400. 

They returned to | Sergeant 
Fitches who told them to tell the 
defendant they could not pay a de- 
posit. They again met the defen- 
dant in Parkes Street and it was 
then agreed that they should buy 
ten Ibs, of. morphine. The defen- 
dant asked the buyer to meet him 
With the money, $3,450, in Jordan 
Rond when he would ‘pass over the 
morphine in a basket. 

Sergeant Fitehes then luld a trap. 
He gave the dssistant a bag con- 
taining false notes and, together 
with Revenue Officer Humphreys, 
accompanied the assistant to Jordan 
Road, They remained in hiding 
while the assistant went out to 
meet the Indian. In ‘due course, 
the Indian arrived with a basket 
and walked away with the assistant, 
fo Vilkem Street. There the as- 
sistant gave a signal and the two 
ers rushed out and arrested the 
defendant. The defendant dropped 
his basket and also an envelope 
which wns found to contain about 
two grains of morphine. The 
basket contained ten parcels 
cornflour stareh!

BANKRUPTCY COURT. 
BUILDING ‘CONTRACTOR 
- QUESTIONED. 


Alleged to have ‘tendered . for 
bulldiag contracts at too lew a price 
in order to keep his creditors quict 
by telling them that he had a con- 
tract, Chuny Chiu-kee, building 
contractor, No, 16, Ship Street, was 
publicly examined in ‘the Bank- 
ruptcy Court yesterday afternoon, 
before” the Acting Chief Justice 
(Mr. Justice Wood). The ex- 
amination was adjourned in order 
0 give some creditors an op- 
portunity of proving thelr claims. 


Replying to the OMiclal Recsivor 
(Mr, EB, L. Agassiz), debtor said 
that he was a married man with 
three sons who were at school. 
He was 62 years of aye, und had 
been in Hongkong for over 30 
yeonra, He continued that he was 
originally a carpenter but, about 
18 years ago, started in buaincas 
asa building contractor with a 
capltal of between $800 and $1/000. 
He had carried on the  bitsiness 
ever since and had not had any 
partnera. 


Hoped for n Profit. 


Replying to further questions, 
debtor admitted that he was in- 
solvent in 1924-2, his linbilities 
being between $20,000 and $30,000, 
and his assets only one or two 
thousnnd dollars, but, he exrlained, 
he hoped to make o profit and pay 
some of it off. However, he had 
made a profit on only one contract 
since that time up to the present, 
and had continually lost money. 
The only asset he now had was a 
balance of $2,000, due from str. 
Chan Yu-ting, for building hoses 
at Shaukiwan, 


Debtor did not agree that he had 
consistently and deliberately quot- 
ed too low for contracts, in order 
to obtain. them and keep his credi- 
tors quiet hy telling them that he 
hkd a contract. 


Five creditors were present, one 
allowed to 
carry on his business and pay off 
the debts, and another saying that 
he did not intend to prove: for 
mouey he had lent debtor, who wag 
an honest man. The other eredi- 
tors had not proved, and his Lord- 
ship adjourned the examination, 
saying tnat when the matter next 


reame up he would not listen to any 


creditors who had not proved. 
Petition Dismissed. 


The hearing of a petitlon con- 
eerning the Lek Yuen restaurant 
or cafe was dismissed, his Lordship 
holding that (1) the petitioning 
creditor, represented by Mr. 
E. S.C. Brooks, had not proved his 
debt of $1,500 under n promissory 
note, as it appeared that the alleged 
debtor firm were — merely . the 
guarantors instead of the principal 
debtors, and (2) that t wtition- 
ing creditor had not proved any act 
of bunkruptey. 


His Lordship said that the peti- 
tlontng creditor had not shown that 
the absence of the managing part- 
ner of the firm’ had-ansthing to do 
With its financial position at the 
time. . 


After the petitioning creditor, 
Yeung  Woai-ting, had given evi- 
dence, Choi Hung, assistant man- 
ager of the restaurant, snid that on 
or before Deéember 25, 1930, the 
maniging partner _—_absconded. 
Later, a letter, containing keys to 
the safe and documents, was re- 
ceived from him from Canton. 
the letter he stated that he was 
unable to maintain the business so 
he had given it up. He did not 
tnke anything with him.

though it ia prebablo that onr 
Japanese friends con get a. little 
closer than we can to the Chinesu 
by reason of tho fact that both 


havo the Orlontal point of view. 
But too much stress cannot bo laid 
on that, having regard to tho pro- 
valonco of anti-Japaneso feeling 
in China, os illustrated by aver- 
recurring anti-Japanese boycotts. 
These only serve to emphasize the 
insistence of the Chincss upon 
buylng in the cheapest market, for 
the distribution of Japanose goods 
js never . greatly hampered by 
these boycotts. 


Dollar at Worst, 


It fs perhaps fortunate, in a 
sense, that tho visit of the British 
Economte Mission to China cain- 
eldes with a porlod of pecullar 
difficulty in tho China market, 
Our visitors have seen things at 
their worst—ast Icast, we all de- 
voutly hope so.—(hear, - hear). 
During thelr sojourn in the Enat 
they have seen and appreciated 
the disastrous results of the un- 
precedented fall in silver in the 
last three months, which has had 
the cffect of practically stoppins: 
nll business except in absolute 
necessities, 
or of silver has fallen to lesa than 
one-half what it was cightcen 
montha ago. Tho effect on the 
higher priced British goods has 
heen particularly severe. 

In addition, members of the 
Mission will have been able to 
gauge the effect upon certain im- 
portunt articles of British export 
trade—notably, woollen textiles—. 
of the new exceedingly high dutica 
{mposed by the China Tariff as 
from the Ist Janunry this year. 

In conclusion, I sincerely hope 
that the work of this Mission wilt 
lead to a fuller appreciation of the 
fnetr, and a realisation of the 
urgent necessity for the very 
closest co-operation of all to en- 
sure some measure of succean in 
the formidable tnak before us, 
(Applause). . 

With these remarks, 1 will ask 
you to drink to the health of “Our 
Guests.” 


SIR FE. THOMPSON REPLIES. 


The Necessity for Making.

Sir Ernest Thompson, Chairman 
of the Mixsion, replying to the toast, 
thanked the hosts for their generous 
hospitality, which he said * was 
typical of the welcome extended to 
the Mission everywhere in the Far 
East.

Had it been. not 
only by the cotton trade at home 
but out here, many of the problems 
being. faced to-day would not exist.

He hoped, with the Chairman, that 
the work af the Miasion would 
Jead to a fuller appreciation of 
the facts and, that all would. see 
the urgent necessity of the clogest 
co-operation (applause).

Whatever .effect the new cars: 
introduced at the New York auto 
show muy have.on motorists, nuto- 
motive enyineers.look forward to 
even greater surprises. during the 
coming year. ; - 

Now for the first time there is 
a greater. spirit. of _ co-operation 
between the mechanical engineer 
and the body designer with the 
result that ‘hereafter the motor- 
ing public will be driving more 
scientifically designed cars, In 
all the meetings of manufacturers 
and engineers here, in conmexion 
with the auto show, . engine, 
chassis and body have had equal 
share in the discussions. 


Perhaps grentest interest hns 
been in further streamlining and 
lewering of the body to reduce 
wind resistance, This would 
greatly help increase the engine's 
pulling power, raise. the ' car’s 
speed possibilities and lower the 
cost of operation. .

REVOLUTION IN

_Thoname, of Johne Louden Ma- 
ceadam {p honoured nmong road 
users, for he was the first to show 
that roads could be good, service- 
nble, cheap and lusting. 
His methods have since been 
superseded to some extent, but 
maendamised roads are still plenti- 
ful, although tew users of them 
know anything about the revolution 


If roads were made at all before 
Maeadam's time they were Intricate 
Taira consisting of piles, sub- 
ronda, and the road proper, Maca- 
dan declared that good roads could 
tn: mnde without all this prepura- 
tion, and, instead of ronda 444ft. 
thick, he made roads ten Inches 
thick. Prag os 

Put very briefly, his discovery 
was that” stones broken small, 
shaken and then pressed together 
by traMfic, rapidly settled down face 
‘to face and angle with angle, and 
made as close’ a mass as a wal 
This meant that ronds were dr; 
harder, freer from mud and dist, 
and wndisturbed by extremes of 
temperature, Macadam showed 
that new roads could be made at
